Take Another Downturn 


GOP Renews Effort To 
Reinstate Lawmaker

Tuesday that the Republican 
State Central Committee has 
petitioned a federal judge for 
an early trial in its suit seeking 
reinstatement of an 
ousted 
lawmaker. 
The 
suit concerns 
Robert 
Beauchamp, Wabash 
Repub­ 
lican, two-term representative 
from District 23 of the State 
House of Representatives. Offi­ 
cial 
election results showed 
Beauchamp defeated his Demo­ 
cratic challenger, Loren Win­ 
ger, Converse, by 16 votes in 
the 1974 election. However, the 
House Select Committee 
on 
Recounts, controlled by Demo­ 
crats, invalidated 154 absentee 
ballots and declared Winger the 
winner. 
Winger then served through­ 
out the 1975 legislative session. 
However, Milligan said T ues­ 
day 
that a new effort 
to 
advance the suit filed by the 
GOP 
after Beauchamp 
was 
unseated Jan. 7, is being m ade 
by attorneys for the central 
committee. 
The new petition asks Judge 
William E. Sleekier of southern 
Indiana federal district court to 
issue a preliminary injunction 
req u irin g the House to se a t 
Beauchamp and pay him the 
salary and benefits he would 
have received since Jan.7. 
Milligan said that in addition 
Stockier is asked to speed up 
the

of

by 
consolidating it with the h e a r­ 
ing for injunction and with a 
request 
for 
a 
declaratory 
judgment. The motions w ere 
accompanied by IO affidavits 
by Beauchamp, local election 
officials and by Wabash County 
voters who charge they w ere 
disenfranchised by the select 
committee s removal of B eau­ 
cham p.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
U.S. 
Geological Survey 
has 
recalculated A m erica’s r e ­ 
serves of oil and natural gas 
and says they are one-third to 
one-half the amounts estim ated 
a year ago. 
It attributed the decline to 
new data and more realistic 
estimating. It was the second 
straight year the agency cut its 
estim ates. 
Commerce Secretary Rogers 
C. B. Morton, head of the 
President’s Energy Resources 
Council, said the new estim ates 
provide 
‘‘sobering additional 
evidence” that the energy crisis 
“hangs over the nation like a 
thundercloud.” 
The 
new 
figures 
showed 
measured, indicated and in­ 
ferred oil reserves of 
68.87 
billon barrels, down from a 1974 
estim ate of 93.3 billion. The 
survey estimated undiscovered 
oil at 66 to 149 billion barrels, 
down from last year’s estim ate 
of 200 to 400 billion. 
There are many variables, 
but 
the 
figures 
im ply 
a 
domestic oil supply of several 
decades. The Federal Energy 
Administration has estim ated 
U.S. oil consumption during the 
next IO years would be 84 
billion barrels at the current 
rate, of which 32 billion barrels 
would 
come from 
domestic 
wells. 
The FEA says consumption 
could be 65 billion barrels and 
domestic production 40 billion 
barrels over the next IO years 
under President Ford’s Project 
Independence programs. 


The 
survey 
reported

reserves of 417.1 trillion cubic 
feet, 
down 
from 
the 
1974 
estim ate of 515.6 trillion. The 
estim ate of undiscovered gas 
was cut to between 322 and 655 
trillion cubic feet, compared to 
the 1974 estimate of 1,000 to 
2,000 trillion cubic feet.

FEA 
has 
estim ated 
consumption of natural gas by 
1985 would be 230 trillion cubic 
feet under Project Independ­ 
ence plans, and 250 trillion 
cubic feet if present energy use 
patterns continue. 


“These new findings add an 
exclam ation mark to the word 
‘urgency’ that we have used for 
months to describe our energy 
situation.” Morton said. 


‘‘We have known for some 
time that our supplies of oil and 
natural gas are finite and that 
they are running out. No one 
can argue with this conclusion, 
even if the scientific communi­

Defense Budget Cut 
Quickly Called Phony 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee cut $3.7 billion from the 
Defense D epartm ent’s proposed 
$29.8 billion weapons budget 
Tuesday. Rep. Les Aspin, D- 
Wis., quickly called the cut 
“phony.” 
Aspin, a com m ittee member 
who is a frequent critic of 
Pentagon spending, noted that 
$1.3 billion of the total cut had 
been aimed at m ilitary aid to 
South Vietnam 
in 
the next 
fiscal year. He said it was a 
moot issue. 
“It was done with mirrors, 
it’s phony,” he said. “The cut 
really amounts to only $1.7 
billion.” 
The committee voted to give 


the Pentagon all ot tne $948.5 
million it asked to develop the 
controversial Bl bomber.

pared $45 million from the $2.7 
billion sought for development 
of the Trident submarine and 
its missile system.

Jokesters, Jugglers

This is the growing style of 
television news program m ing in 
the 
1970s,

regrettable 
practice that m akes reporters 
perform like jugglers instead of 
journalists. 
And 
what 
is 
especially 
disturbing is that the many TV 
newsmen and news executives 
think, and honestly believe, that 
this form of "journalism " is not 
only 
proper, 
but 
necessary. 
They equate good news with 
good ratings, and any method 
that grabs the audience, by the 
mind or by the emotions, is 
okay. 
With this mentality, the new 
breed TV executive has given 
rise 
to 
news 
packagers 
computerized 
research 
firms 
which 
will 
help 
boost 
the 
ratings and the careers of their 
em ployers, 
no 
m atter 
how 
foolish 
newsm en 
look 
News 
jockeys view TV journalism as 
a 
vehicle 
for 
entertainm ent 
first, and conduit of information 
second 
As a result of news research, 
some of which includes skin- 
testing sam ple audiences and 
wiring up potential viewers to 
electrodes, we can switch our 
dials and see newmen doing 
tricks See the anchorm an get 
hit with a pie' 
We also see a good deal of 
tim e 
spent 
on 
small 
talk 
instead 
of 
news 
dispatches 
And, if a show seems to be 
slipping, bring in a new set of 
desks 
A change of a hairdo 
will do wonders 
The news doctors also have 
created entire form ats lor their 
clients We have giggly "Happy 
T alk” news, which lets news 
men fall all over themselves 
reading 
the 
latest 
tragedy 
Right now, someone is laughing 
in your living room 
There 
is 
also 
the 
short, 
punchy tabloid style of blood 
and flesh 
If 
we c a n ’t have 
violence and sex in prim e time, 
let's c ra m it into the news And 
we also have the use of news

Would Force Utilities 
To Coal From Oil 


WASHINGTON (UFI) - The 
Federal E nergy Administration 
has begun a program to force 
79 electric power plants across 
the nation to burn coal instead 
of oil. 
The potentially controversial 
program , announced Wednes­ 
day by FEA chief Frank Zarb, 
was the first exercise of the 
F E A ’s 
power 
to 
force 
fuel 
conversions. 
Its purpose is to reduce the 
need for oil imports But it also 
will cause increased air, water, 
noise and solid waste pollution. 
Zarb said notices of intent 
were sent Tuesday to a dozen 
electric generating stations in 
Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska and 
Missouri alerting them to the 
EEA plans 
Within days, he 
said, sim ilar notices will be 
sent to the other power plants 
involved. 
All 79 plants were selected 
for conversion to coal, Zarb 
told a news conference, because 
they already have the ability to 
burning either type of fuel 
The initial notifications ap 
plied to 25 generating units at a

U.S. Recovers 


250 Planes 


From S. Viet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
United States, in the last days 
before Saigon surrendered, got 
back 250 of the planes it had 
given the South Vietnamese Air 
Force. 
That was in addition to the 
122 planes flown to Thailand by 
deserting South Vietnamese Air 
Force officers, White House 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said W ednesday night. 
Reporting 
on 
information 
provided the P resident from 
D efense S ecretary D efense 
Jam es R. Schlesinger, Nessen 
also said it had been arranged 
for 
South 
Vietnam’s 
Navy 
vessels, loaded with refugees, 
to sail out of reach of the 
Communist conquerers before 
the surrender. 
Nessen provided no details of 
the types of planes turned back, 
but he speculated they m ay 
have been flown out by civilian 
contract pilots. Some already 
have been checked out and 
returned to operating units, he 
said. 
A Pentagon spokesman e a r­ 
lier W ednesday said about half 
the 122 planes flown to Thailand 
had been given back before 
o p eratio n s 
w ere halted 
in 
response to “a formal request 
from the Thai cabinet.” He he 
said the U.S. aircraft carrier 
M idway “ is fully loaded. It 
loaded all the excess equiment 
it could handle and sailed away 
with it.”

W'hen it comes to collectors of 
Civil War m em orabilia. Fred 
Benkovic has them all beaten. 
He has his own Union Army 
marching band com plete with 
original over-the-shoulder brass 
horns and 1861-65 style blue 
uniforms. 
A musician as well as a long­ 
time collector, Benkovic com ­ 
bined interests ll years ago. 
The result is the 1st Brigade 
Band, which toots such Civil 
War classics as “ Hail Colum 
bia” and “The Red, White and 
Blue” from copies of original 
scores while tram ping along in 
drill formations gleaned from a 
century-old copy of “ C asey’s; 
Infantry Tactics.” 
The authentic horns a ttra c t 
the most attention because the 
bells face backward. 
“The 
reason

used to march at the head of 
the column and blast the music 
back to the troops,” Benkovic

Benkovic, a com m ercial a r t­

"We really didn’t intend to 
get that busy when we started 
out,” he said “ It was originally 
supposed to be a social thing 
and just for the fun of it.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
day of the dowry is long past, 
but many families still save for 
their daughters’ weddings. 
“ I think a family that has 
saved $5,000 is spending what­ 
ever was planned, out they are 
not getting as much for it,” 
says Cele G. Lalli, executive 
editor of a bridal magazine. 
Two years ago, the magazine, 
“Modern Bride,” printed budg­ 
ets for four weddings: informal, 
$500, semi-formal, $1,600 and 
formal, $3,000 and $5,000. 
“ You can have a wedding 
within any of these budgets 
even today,” said Mrs. Lalli. 
“Have a cham pagne breakfast 
instead of a sit-down lunch. The 
cost depends on personal taste 
and wants.” 
“The parents really want a 
party. In every wedding, every 
family must compromise on 
something.” 
The wedding gown is the first 
expense. 
The 
type 
a 
bride 
chooses determ ines the kind of 
ceremony, the tim e of day it 
will be held and som etim es, the 
size of the wedding party. Mrs. 
Lalli said gowns for a formal 
wedding cost $100 to $2,000. 
But

variable, 
economically speaking, is the 
reception.
